Whistle Stop 


by PHIL HAFEY 


At the commencement of the season I was asked to write a regular 
column outlining law changes, new interpretations and items of interest 
about referees and refereeing. During the week I have been reviewing the 
articles I have written and I believe that the original objective has been 
achieved. 

Some of the topics covered include: the new interpretations of the 
Offside law, the implications of the change to reckless, careless and 
disproportionate force in Law 12, the sliding tackle, stoppage time, 
dangerous play. In addition the assessment and coaching of referees was 
covered in a few articles as was fitness training and disciplinary procedures. 

The regular questions have also provided a source of information (frustration) and a 
better understanding of what referees are about. 

The Marconi match provided another interesting point for discussion. Those who were at 
the game may remember UTS Olympic being penalised for offside from corners on two 
separate occasions — the first early in the match and the other midway through the second 
half. Both decisions provoked a response from the crowd who could not understand how a 
player can be offside from a corner. 

The tactic of the short corner has been used around the world for some time now and, in 
many instances, the original kicker is offside as soon as the second player touches the ball 
unless the defending team has two players standing on the goal-line. Remember — a player 
is offside if he is nearer to his opponent's goal-line than two of his opponents and the ball at 
the moment the ball is played or touched by a team-mate. In the two instances in the 
Marconi match the UTS player who took the corner was offside when his team-mate, who 
was standing some 2 metres away, touched the ball and both linesmen were commended for 
their decisions. 

i have attended many UTS Olympic home games this season and it has been obvious that 
more and more spectators are understanding the Laws of the Game and I hope that the 
regular articles have contributed to this improvement. I have certainly enjoyed attending 
Leichhardt Oval during the season and I look forward to being with you this evening.

UTS Olympic captain David Barrett breaks a club milestone tonight, 
making his 233rd appearance for the club. He bypasses Peter 
in| Raskopoulos to become the third ranked player with the highest 
number of total appearances. It is a tremendous achievement that 
David has accomplished and only Gary Meier and Gary Phillips have 
played more games for Olympic than David. 

David is very much one of the club’s favourite sons and will always 
be highly regarded at Olympic. He played his junior soccer in the 
Canterbury Association and then moved to Sydney City. He earned 
one senior appearance at Sydney City in 1987 before the club folded. 
Eddie Thomson then brought him over to Olympic and in that year he 
played a key part in helping to win the Youth League Grand Final. 
This 1987 Sydney Olympic championship winning Youth Team also 
featured Steve Refenes, Jason Bennett, Eric Hristodoulou, Steve 
Georgakis, Craig Sharpley and Nick Plataniotis. 

The next season David was prompily promoted to first grade. He made his senior debut for Olympic against Sydney 
United in the season opener at Parramatta Stadium in front of a great crowd. David fondly remembers this game as 
Olympic upstaged their more fancied opponents including Socceroos Robbie Slater and Graham Arnold and won 3-0. 
David had an outstanding season and helped the team finish as semi-finalists. He had done enough to proudly cement 
a permanent position in the first team. 

His proudest and most memorable moment at the club was winning the 1989/90 Championship against Marconi. The 
team had lost the Grand Final the year earlier to Marconi and owed it to all the supporters to bring home the 
Championship. They did not disappoint and won the Grand Final convincingly 2-0. David unfortunately could not party 
till the early hours of the morning with his’ teammates due to his final year university exams the next day, but stayed long 
enough to enjoy the celebrations. David along with Robbie lronside and Alistair Edwards are the only players from that 
championship winning team that currently remain in the team today. 

This moment along with playing in the 1985 U/17 World Cup for Australia in China, where he had the task of marking 
Hugo Maradona, brother of the legendary Diego, David regards as the the highlights of his career. He also 
acknowledges former Olympic coaches Mick Hickman and Geoff Hardcombe as great influences on his distinguished 
career. 

In the 10 years David has been at the club, he has played with a host of great players. He lists his Sydney Olympic
